CHRISTIAN CITIZENS. 
THEIR DUTIES IN THE PRESENT CRISIS—SERMON 
BY THE REV. ARTHUR MITCHELL. 

In the First Presbyterian. Church last evening 
the Rev. Arthur Mitchell preached a sermon on 
“The Duties of Christian Citizens in the 
Present Crisis,” referring to the political situa- 
tion in this city. He chose the following text: 

Take you wise men, and understanding, and known 
among you, and I will make them rulers over you. 

And ye answered me and said, The thing which thou 
nest apoben is good for us to da, Deuteronomy, ., 18 
and 14. 


lu beginning, he stated that he wonld speak 
upon the political duties which seemed to rise 
out of the situation of publjo affaires in thie city 
at the present time duties which these otroum. 
stances imposed upon Christian citizens. If any 
apology should be thought necessary, unless be 
failed to carry the audience with bim, the dis 
eourse would furnish ite own justification. 
He had selected the text because of 
all passages that one seemed the one most fit 
for citizens to observe and heed on the approach 
of the election, in order that good and wise men 
should be installed as rulers over the people. 
The duty enjoined in the text was the duty 
above all others of the people of Chicago,—the 
duty of everybody exercising intelligent and 
conscientious suffrage. Moses gave a constita- 
tion to the Israciites, but it could not save the 
people unless the offices were administered by 
good men. The salvation of our country did 
not depend upon its laws, but upon good men, 
who would give us good results, even with a bad 
form of government. .An honest and under- 
standing man would do more for our good, even 
with an imperfect constitution, than a bad man 
with the best code in existence. 

Nothing was so much at stake at present as 
the getting of good men as ruiers. But this 
was not all. There must be a general adherence 
to the laws laiddown. They bad aleo the duty of 
submitting to taxation. It was the duty of every 
citizen to pay all the tax imposed, and to give a 
true estimate of hisproperty in his sworn state- 
meuts before the Assessor. There was a third 
duty, aud that was to co-operate with the Gov- 
ernment when it was threatened, and to aid 
the officers in the maintenance of their proper 
positions. But after ail, the most important 
duty was to have goo# men in office, whioh 
would obviate the crises which occur sometimes 
when people are obliged ‘to rid themselves by 
violence of unjust rulers. 

Basing what be bad to say directly upon the 
Word of God, he wished to eay that the first duty 
of all citizens was to vote at every election, and 
to vote intelligently. It was a Biblical duty, a 
Christian obligation. He wouid enforce this by 
ay! that it was laid upon the people by 
God Himeeif. The duty came directly from God, 
because the act of intelligent v >ting was a neces- 
sity forthe maintenance of good government, and 
the Government to which this act of voting gave 
a permanence was 8 Divine iastitutiou. By this 
be did not mean that any particular form of 
Government was ordained of God, bnt that 
buman Government had its charter from God's 
own hand, written on the necessities of man's 
own nature, and in His inspired Word. 

Some form of civil administration was an 
absolute necessity for communities to fulfill the 
duties for which God created the people. Some 
form of Government was a necessity to secure 
that happiness and prosperity for which 
God intended us. If the ends were 

ood, the means were of Divine origin. 

n God's own Word was found the foundation of 
government, given by Divine authority, and all 
the great principles which were designed for the 
people were therein set forth. What followed 
from this? It followed that all the rights and 
duties growing out of governmental authority 
were duties that came from God. The duties of 
a family were somewhat deeply felt, and the 
duties growing out of them—parental duties, 
for instance—were also considered religious, and 
to Ke kept. But it was not generally felt that 
political duties were of that kind. and were 
marked by God’s own authority. Casting the 
ballot was a right and a privilege, but wae it 
only that? Was there nota reason for regard- 
ing it as a duty as well as a right—as one of the 
most imperative duties imposed by God? It was 
as indispensable a necessity as the family, and 
the statement was entirely true that good gov- 


“ernment was as necessary as good discipline in 


the family, and was as distinctly chartered in the 
Word of God. Political duties were of precisely 
the same quality as the duties of the family, and 
the name of citizen was as truly as 
the name of father. When he went to the polls 
to cast his vote, he was going to perform as 
great a duty as in any other duty devolving 
upon the head of a family. Christian men had 
heretofore regarded the political duties not as 
obligatory, but rather as something that they 
could use or not. 

Again, the city was @ corporate body, sod had 
adeot. Where did that indebtedness rest? It 
rested upon each of the citizens, and every 
man was responsible for it. He who neglected to 
secure the government which should do the most 
to cancel that debt did so at his peril. Look at 
the facts regarding the city. All her debtors 
were uppaid. All her employes were uapsid. 
Even the Spoor school-teachers had not beea 
given their salaries. This was because the poo- 

le had not done their duty in getting wise and 

onest men in office. If they did ali they could 
to avert this state of things, theo they bad done 
their duty, but if not, they had faued in their 
Christian duty. 

The voters only acted as the logal guardians 
of those who could not vote, It was s trust, and 
in evading that, they did a great wrong. Think 
of this city of 400,000 inhabitants! Many of them 
wore impoverished by reason of the financial 
condition of che city. Think of the public schools. 
the sanitary interest, the religious privileges 
and rights which could only be sec by a 
peaceabie and fair administration. If the right 
of suffrage were exercised, all these interests 
wonld be protected, but if it were not exercised, 
the people failed in a very important trust. I 
was not only this generation tbat would suffer 
by the bad state of affairs, but maov generations 
to come. The people were bound to protect 
not only the interests to its living but of those 
yet anborn citizens of Chicago. 

Hardly any more pernicions influence could 
come upon a city than a corrupt government. 
It was a temptation to every form of iniquity, and 
breathed a pestileotialair. Bad government. which 
arose out ot a failure to exercise the privileges 
of suffrage, excited and inflamed the public 
mind and absorbed the attention from spiritual 
and religious If the citizens of the 
community did not hold and get s good

There was another idea. It was said to be im- 
possible to redeem the city from the bands in 
which it had fallen. This. said the speaker, was 
a bad year to acknowledge it. The attempt had 
never been vigorously made to make the city 
what she ought to be. A few men had put 
forth their feeble efforts, but ‘the great 
mass of respectable men had stood aloof, and 
taken no part in politics. The reform could not 
be accomplished by one monster mase-meeting, 
but it could be done by the united persistent 
effort of good men. Such an attempt had not 
vet been made. All the power gathered in the 
hands of the intelligent, moral, and wealthy 
men of the city had not yet been brought into 
the field. Yet they bad the power, and it 
properly directed would carry the election of 
the city and county. This was nota strife de- 
tween political parties. It was simply 
a contest between honesty and dishonesty, 
between respectability aud vileness. What, 
then, was to be done? There was a work to be 
done by Christians next ‘Tuesday—to rescue the

eves, and place it In the hands of decent men. 
He looked upon itasin the interest of virtue 
and morality in the community, and, as the pas- 
tor of thas church, he felt it his duty to say, 
Hoe at the polls! Be there all night if neces- 
sary, and see that the élection is fairly conduct- 
od."

RESCUE THE BALLOT-BOX. 
SEAMON BY THE un. T. v. MARSH, 
Under the above caption, the Rev. T. P. Marsh 
preached a very able sermon last evening at the 
Grant Piace Methodist Church. It is sabstan- 


tially as follows: 

‘When the righteous are tn authority, the people re 
joice; but when the wicked beareth rule the people 
mourn.—Proverbe, zx; 2. 

Tae disgraceful proceedings connected with 
our last election, and the exciting scenes result- 
ing therefrom, are fresh in the minds of all. 
Your hearts still burn with the fever of indigna- 
tion. The public seem to have just awaken- 
ed to the realization that the ballot-box 
has been captured from its boasted safeguards 
by the vandal hands of fraud and dishonesty; 
that the ballot-boz, once the glorified exponent 
of the popular will, is aow the expression of foul 
cligues. The people, robbed of their mghts, 
plundered of their property, goaded by extor- 
uon. on tue verge of bankruptcy, begin to arise 
in their majesty. The cry is. Reacue the bal- 
lot-box.” Anarchy and infamy ruin. 
The emergency appeals in clarion tones to ail 
honest men, demands of Christian men to 
awaken from their lethargy, aod makes it the 
duty of the pulpit to sound the tocsin to the 
rescue. But how shall we make the rescue? By 
what means can this be done effectually? How 
can the ballot-box be prese 

Some advise, a la California, Vi ce Com- 
mittees, but this will not do for ians; it 
will only increase the disgrace. Now, the law- 
lessness and the invasion of rights are all on the 
part of the disreputable, but then the odium of 
such evils would cling to the respectable, and 
the taking of life would be usurpiog the Nea 
rogatives of Government, if not of God. is 
would, moreover, be a game at which two par- 
ties can play, and the better class might suffer 
the greater loss. dea, it would only afford 
temporary relief. Capital punishment does not 
prevent all murder, so this would not 
succeed. There is an effectual escape 
from our misfortunes if we could but 
find it Others would make a supreme effort 
through public opinion, through the courts, and 
by all possible peaceable ways, thus winning 
the victory. This is what we must do, doubtless, 
in the present crisis. Put how ia it proposed to 
secure the fruits of the victory, to obviate the 
evils that led to the present emergency, to pre- 
clude their recurrence ? Ihe present excitement 
does not forecast so far. The liability is too 
great that there will be one great effort, one 
tremendous upheaval, and then a subsidence to 
former conditions. This is what the worst men 
fully expect, aud the best men greatly fear. 

We must know the causes of the present evils 
in order to determine a permanent correction. 
Discovering these, and competent remedies, we 
can permanently rescue the baliot-pox and pre- 
serve its purity. The comprehensive cause is 
the neglect of the bailot-box by honest and 
Christian men. Had they anxiously cared for 
the same, valued its sacredvess and power, no 
such disgraces would have befallen our city, and 
all would be richer in purse and securer in 
rights. 

But why do the honest snd Christian men 
neglect the ballot- vox? The induce- 
ments to accept office sare insuflicient, 
because the remuneration is generally 
ioadequate. Industrious aod economical men, 
such as are most desirable for office, can do bet- 
ter in business. Because, again, the tenure of 
office is too transient. Men in good business can- 
not afford the time for the work in connecti on 
with their employment, and they cannot afford 
to giveup their business fora year or two of 
office-holding. Because, still again, the honor 
is too insignificant. Greater honors, more last- 
ing and remunerative, await them in other ave- 
nues. On the other hand, with the uuserupu- 
lous things are different. It is not the salary of 
the ollice that tempts them, but 
the ill-gotten gains that may de 
evoked by this magic wand. Is is not the 
tenure of oftice ; this is extended by rotation in 
the ring. It is not the honor of office, but the 
patronage and the spoils. The inducements to 
reject office are too potent. First, we meet the 
corruption in politics, Rings are discovered in 
every direction; intrigues and frand are on 
either side. Then the corruptive power of poli- 
tics ia another item. Many good men enter 
politics, but come out emirched, corrupted, and 
degraded. Many in whom we have the greatest

COLVIN’S “REPLY.” 
We publish elsewhere a remarkable docu- 


ment signed by H. D. Col yum, the usurping 
| Mayor of Chicago, aud purporting to be writ- 


ten by him in reply to the demand for his 


+ resignation, made in accordance with the 
, action of the great mass-meeting of 40,000 
| citizens. The Committee of Three simply 


asked Corvin to resign, to step out, on 
term for which 
he was elected had expired nearly 
six months Instead of making 
a brief, dignified reply to this request, and 
citing such legal arguments as he could mus- 
ter, he flies into a towering passion, and 
blackguards his predecessor, the newspapers, 
the Relief and Aid Society, Jonx Wextworrtu, 
and the Committee, through two columns of 
slush and slander. But he will fail to get the 
dust into the people’s eyes and draw atten- 
tion from the real point in the case—viz. : 
that he is a wsurper, bent on holding for an. 
other year an office to which he has no right, 
mora! or legal. 

There are some very ludicrous allegations 
in his diatribe. Among these (1) he under- 
takes to hold his predecessor responsible for 
the effects of the panic of 1873, and the fail- 
ure of Davm A. Gon in consequence 
thereof. 
© (2) He would similarly place the responsi- 
bility for the failure of the people to pay 
their taxes to the extent of $850,000, and for 
the fact that the city was compelled to bid in 
their property. What more could Acting- 
Mayor Bonp do than to turn over these tax- 
certificates to Corvin? There was no power 
vested in the Mayor to compel the people te 
pay the money, and it is undisputed that the 
panic caused this delinquency in the payment 
of taxes. 

Col asserts that he was ‘‘ enriched by a 
mountain of debt” of $1,850,000 from his 
predecesser, which was just about the sum 
that said predecessor received from fis prede- 
cessor. It was simply the old ante-tire float- 
ing debt remaining unpaid ; but when Col vm 
goes out he will turn over to his successor a 
debt about three times as great. 

After the panic of 1873 nearly all business 
houses in the United States requiring money 
ceased, in a great measure, and the demand 
for money fell off to an extraordinary degree; 
money became, in financial parlance, a 
‘drug ;” the rate of interest decreased from 
one-quarter to one-half, and anybody could 
borrow who had good credit. The 
City of Chicago had good credit when 
Column become Mayor, and consequently 
his Comptroller was enabled to ‘borrow 
money at reduced rates until the credit of 
the city was ruined, and money could not be 
borrowed at any rate of interest. 

The meanest and most dastardly part of 
Coivin’s reply to the demand for his 
resignation is his slanderous assault on the 
Relief and Aid Society and its noble work for 
the relief of the distressed multi- 
tudes in stricken Chicago.

dence of fraudulent or illegal voting.” This 
also sounds well, but it would sound better 
if the public could feel satisfied that it would 
be so construed by the Corvm authorities 
and their police as to be carried out against 
the bummers, scallawags, and thieves. There 
is no danger of the escape from arrest of any 
Republican voter who may happen to be dis- 
orderly on Tuesday. The police will be vig- 
ilant in such a case, and of course they ought 
to be, but the public would be better satisfied 
if they could feel that disorderly bummers 
would be arrested also. The police have 
always been vigilant at elections, but unfor- 
tunately their vigilance has always been one- 
sided and partial.

THE COMMITTEE AND ITS WORE. 

It is to be hoped for the sake of truth and 
decency that the Chicago Times will now 
cease its misrepresentations and its vitupe- 
rations relative to the recent great popular 
mass-meeting. at the Exposition Building. 
Since that meeting, its course has been to 


retain the custody of Kizsounn, and they give aid and comfort to the bummers and 


the usurping town officers by criticising the 
speakers and committees of that meeting as 
„horn-blowers, by taunting them with a 


lack of courage and spirit, and accusing | 


them of surrendering to the bummers. 
These accusations have been at the same 
time malicious and gratuitous, and have 
grown out of its spleen because its violent 
programme was not carried out. The com- 
mittee of twenty-five citizens which was ap- 
pointed at that meeting received the follow- 
ing instructions: 


Resorwed, That those town officers declared elected 


were not elected, and shali not hold those ofices ; and 


we bereby pledge ourselves that we will stand by one | 


another, and act unitedly, and resist every pretended 
exercise of the functions of those offices by the mon 
declared elected until we get them out. 

Jteaolved, That the Chairman appoint s committee 
of twenty-five to go to those men and demand taeir 
resignation; and the Committee are instructed, in 
cage their demand shall not be complied with, to call 
a meeting of citizens, to be held at this same place, to 
receive their report with such recommendations us the 
ea ene of the occasion shall require. 

The Committee has acted just as it 
should have done. It first sought to finda 
peaceable and legal way of ousting them, and 
it would not have been justified in employing 
aay other means, so long as there was a legal 
method which they could adopt. Having 
discovered the legal remedy, it went before 
the Board of Appointment with the opinion 
of ten eminent lawyers that the election was 
vitiated and that the offices were vacant, 
and it introduced abundant evidence to prove 
these facts. The evidence having been heard, 
the Board declared a vacancy in the offices 
and filled them at once. Thus the Commit- 
tee succeeded peacefully and legally, and the 
usurpers were quickly and efficiently ousted 
without the necessity of having recourse to 
forcible measures. If the Committee, on the 
other hand, had been unsuccessful in its 
efforts, and the usurpers had not been got 
out, it would have been the duty of that 
Coramittee to have reconvened the citizens 
at the Exposition Building, and so reported 
to them, with the view to receiving further 
instructions. It is the height of folly to 
suppose for a single instant that the people 
would have let the matter drop with such 
an impotent conclusion. There would have 
been no surrender to the bummers and scal- 
lawags. The ünimous instruction of the 
people to this or some other Committee 
would have been substantially this: Go 
and vacate those offices. Eject the thieves 
peacefully if you can, forcibly if you must,” 
and it would have been done. That would 
have been the temper and spirit of the peo- 
ple. To assume that they would actin any 
other way is at once erroneous and scanda- 
lous, and for the Times to keep up this kind 
of a fire-in-the-rear shows, to put the case as 
mildly as possible, an inexcusable misappre- 
hemsion of the popular temper in dealing 
with lawless scoundrels. There was no dis- 
position on the part of the people to form 
themselves into a mob or to commit open 
violence so long as there was a peaceable or a 
legal way of getting the usurpers to quit; but 
this fact does not dispose of the additional 
one that, legal means failing, they would have 
compelled them to quit at all hazarda 


MIKE EVANS’ PRECEDENT. . 

When the Town — on Saturday had 
“ bounced ” Evans, Puriips, and Gon, 
and the question was asked them What are 
you going to do about it ? Evans was ready 
with a precedent. He said that in 1863 he 
was a candidate for Collector on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, and was elected, und that the 
Town Board then declared, as the Town 
Board has now declared, that he was not 
elected ; and that he took the matter before 
Judge Manrerre, who reversed the action 
of the Town Board, and that the other side 
proposed to appeal until the Judge required 
a bond equal to the sum of the legal emolu- 
ments of the office, when the appeal was 
abandoned. 

Unfortunately for Mr. Evans his memory 
is slightly defective. The election for town 
officers in 1862 took place in November, at 
the same time and at the same palls with the 
general election far county officers, including 
members of the Legislature. Under the law, 
the returns for township officers were made 
to the Town Board, whose duty it was to can- 
vass and declare the result. The returns for 
county officers were made to the County 
Clerk, and he, with certain Justices, 
declared the result. Both the County 
Board and the Town Board, in canvassing 
the retarns, rejected the votes of certain pre- 
cincts because of some informalities. The 
rejection of these precincts elected G. W. Gaacz 
to the Legislature over his Democratic oppo- 
nent, and defeated the election of the 
Evans ticket for township officers. The case 
before Judge Mumm turned upon the 
now familiar question as to the power of the 
Canvassing Board to reject the returns made 
by the election judges of any precinct. No 
one will now pretend that a mere Board of 
Convassers have any such authority. Judge 
Mr having so decided, the Evans 
ticket was therefore declared elected, and, 
though Mr. Gaaz went to with 


| ceeded, as the law provides, to elect persons 


to fill such offices, 

The cases of 1863 and that of 1876 are not 
perallel, but widely divergent. 

The point over which Evans seems to 
chuckle with pleasure is that, in 1863, Judge 
Manrerre required a bond equal to the le- 
gal emoluments of the offices. At that time, 
these officers were paid by fees; at the pres- 
ent time, the Collector is paid by a salary of 
$1,500, which is fixed by law. That is the 
only lawful demand he can make. All other 
allowances are purely gratuitous. The legal 
allowance of the Assessor is about $400; 
that of the Supervisor, $250; and Clerk, $75. 
Should a bond be necessary in a sum cover- 
ing these allowances ar in any other sum, 
there will be no difficulty to obtain it. 

In the meantime, it is to be hoped the 
steps will be taken to abolish the whole town- 
ship organization. 


RISE AND FALL OF BALLOT-STUFFING. 

With all the political abuses Chicago has 
suffered since the municipality was formed, 
we believe there was never any systematic 
and formidable ballot-box stuffing until resort 
was had to that infamous practice to carry 
the reorganization of the city under the gen- 
eral charter of 1872. The success which at- 
tended that effort, and the refusal of the 
Courts to afford the people a remedy against 
the fraudulent nullification of their own votes, 
encouraged the bummers seeking the town 
offices to a more brazen application of the 
same practice. Had the second and bolder 
. effort succeeded also, it is safe to say that 
there would have been nothing like an elec- 
tion by the people for many years to come. 
‘The offices in county, city, and towns would 
‘thenceforth have been filled by the sole se- 
lection of the ballot-box stuffers, and the 
‘honest voter would have been absolutely dis- 
franchised. The displacement of the benefi- 


| ciaries of the recent ballot-stuffing must be 


‘regarded, therefore, in the nature of a grand 
triamph, which not only sets aside the results 
of this specific instance of ballot-stuffing, but 
practically guarantees the integrity of the 
ballot in this city for years to come. The 
reign of the ballot-box stuffers in Chicago 
was brief and inglorious. 

We haye now, in the proceedings of the 
Town Board which deposed the bummers, a 
full and authoritative statement of the case 
against them. Heretofore there have only 
been rumors and unauthoritative statements; 
but the Committee in charge presented a case 
substantiated by unimpeachable testimony 
under oath, and sustained by the legal opin- 
ions of ten among the foremost attorneys in 
Chicago. A recapitulation will show the in- 
herent strength of that case, and fully justify 
the action of the Town Board. 

L. There was abundant proof that there 
was a violation of law in the refusal of 
Mon, then Town Clerk, to recognize the 
majority of the town meeting at No. 204 La- 
Salle street in the choice of a Moderator. 
Gizeson nominated Tuornron and put the 
nomination to vote; and, after hearing the 
ayes, declared Tuorntron elected Moderator 
without calling for the noes. When constrain- 
ed afterward to call the noes, the proof is abun- 
dant that they prevailed largely. Still Guze- 
son declared Tnonxrox to have been elected. 
Subsequently Tomas Horne was nominated, 
and, when put to vote, the preponderance 
was enormously in favor of his election. 
Still Guexson persisted in declaring Taorn- 
Ton elected, and THornTon aided dnd abetted 
him by seizing the place and holding it, in 
spite of the vote of the people. This was 
the first violation of law. 

2. At the subsidiary voting-places the same 
programme was carried out ; the voice of the 
people in the choice of Assistant Moderators 
was ignored; the ballot-boxes had been seized 
by the bummer candidates and their bench- 
men ; and the people, acting in self-defense, 
were constrained to set up voting-places and 
improvise ballot-boxes of their own. 

3. There is ample proof that the ballot- 
boxes were tampered with after they had 
been deposited in the vault of the office 
No. 204 LaSalle street. They were left under 
a guard of two, one representing the Repub- 
licans, the other the bummers, besides the 
policemen. But several gentlemen, the Rev. 
Argon Mrronmt and WuiuMm R. Por 
among the number, returning to carry the 
Republican guard a lunch, discovered that 
the policemen had let Txornron and Gr 
sox into the office, and that they had opened 
the vault door. A nd time they were 
seen in the neighborhood of the vault door, 
and this time a man who was not recognized 
was also discovered, which seems to 
strengthen the theory thata man had been 
kept in the vault to do the stuffing, and 
the work of Tnonxrox and Giso consist- 
ed of getting him out. The evidence of all 
this is incontestible. 

4. When it came to the canvassing of the 
vote, Tuorwron, the Moderator, insisted upon 
dumping the contents of all the boxes so as 
to prevent the tracing of the frauds. He 
claimed that.he had been advised that this 
was the lawful course by Messrs. Tunzy and 
Goupy. It has since transpired from the 
evidence of these gentlemen that Mr. Torr 
was not consulted on this point at all, and 
that Mr. Goupy advised that action should be 
governed by the decision of the Canvassing 
Board. There is further proof that the other 
members of the Canvassing Board present 
protested against the dumping, but that 
Taonxro assumed that he was boss,“ and 
so emptied the boxes that the vote at the dif- 
ferent polling-places could not be compared 
with the tally-lists. / 

5. The total count, nevertheless, showed a 
deficiency in the ballots of 1,467 below the 
whole number of votes actually polled It 
was impossible that there could be any such 
deficiency by accident, and, in connection with 
the other evidences of fraud, it became con- 
clusive that the ballot-boxes had been robbed, 
and that, even with the stuffing subsequently 
done, there had not been enough fraudu- 
lent votes inserted to equal by 1,467 the 
honest votes that had been stolen. The 
counting of this deficiency alone would have 
given the Republican ticket a majority even 
over the stuffed ballota. The stuffing was 
further attdsted by the discovery among the 
votes counted of a large number of long, thin 
slips of paper which had not been seen at 
the polls at all, and which contained the 
names of those declared to be elected, but 
three of :whom had not been known as can- 
didates during the election. These ballots 
were clean and smooth, and entirely different 
from the ballots which had been handled and 


by voters, 
This is the evidence in the case, not fur- 
nished by one person but by twenty, and 


not the result of observation at any one 


point or any one particular time, but at all 
points and throughout the entire election and 
canvass, The lew points are equally strong. 
The record of the town meeting fails to show 
that Tronrrom was ever sworn as Moderator, 
which the statute The statute also 
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| shall have been counted and the result 


publicly announced ; but an adjournment was 
taken and the votes were not counted imme- 
diately, thus giving time and opportunity 
for robbing and staffing the boxes. This was 
also a violation of the law which proved 
fatal. The law requires the signature of the 
Moderator to the record of the town meet- 
ing; the Moderator, as a matter of fact, did 
not sign the record, and it was consequently 
illegal. The clinching law point, attested by 
ten of the ablest lawyers in the city,—half 
Republicans and half Democrats,—is the 
authority of the Town Board, consisting 
mainly of the Justices of the Peace, to take 
cognizance of the failure to elect and fill the 
vacancies before procuring a judicial declara- 
tion that there are vacancies. It is not to be 
seriously questioned that this opinion will be 
sustained by the Courts, Messrs. Mrzcu and 
Harves as legal luminaries to the contrary 
notwithstanding. Thus a symmetrical and 
complete case has been made out against the 
bummers. They have been dispossessed of 
the spoils of their fraud. The offices have 
been filled by good and competent men. And, 
best of all, ballot-box stuffing in Chicago has 
received its quietus once for all. 
TO-MORROW. 

The imperative necessity for a thorough, 
sweeping reform of the City Government is 
known by every tax-payer and honest. voter 
in Chicago. There is no occasion for Tax 
Tersune to again argue that point which it 
has so long labored to impress upon the pub- 
lic. The issue is between thieves and honest 
men. It has been sufficiently argued, The 
case has been summed up and sbbmitted to 
the jury of the people. To-morrow they 
will be called upon at the polls to render 
their verdict. We will now only remind them 
that whether they shall be ridded of the rule 
of thievery and bummerism depends upon 
themselves. By devoting a few hours to that 
work to-morrow, the decent people of Chica- 
go can effect an entire reform in the City 
Government, can take it out of the control 
of ballot-box stuffers and plunderers and 
place it where it belongs—in the hands of 
the citizens. No other argament should 
need be presented to prompt every good 
citizen to do his duty at the polls 
to-morrow. No multiplication of words could 
make that duty plainer, nor accomplish for 
the people what they alone can do for them- 
selves. All that is necessary is for every voter 
opposed to thievery and bummerism to go to 
the polls and vote against it, and see to it 
that his vote is counted, and that there is no 
ballot-stuffing. If reform is worth anything, 
it is worth one day’s effort on the part of 
every honest citizen. That is precisely what 
it will cost, all that it will cost, and without 
that no reform can be accomplished. If the 
decent citizens will to-morrow do so much, 
on Wednesday Tan Tarox will have the 
pleasure of announcing to them at their 
breakfast-tables that Colvinism, bummerism, 
and scoundrelism have been swept from 
office in this city, and that the people so long 
subject to the despotism of thieves have re- 
gained the right of self-government. 

CONELING—SBLAINE. 

We are often asked if it is true that the 
distinguished statesmen whose names head 
this article are unfriendly to each other, and 
if so, the cause of it; and if it is of such a 
character as would be likely to prevent the 
cordial support of one by the other for the 
Presidency in case of his nomination at Cin- 
cinnati. We have been compelled to answer 
that we did not know ; but to enable our in- 
terrogators to judge as well as we, it may be 
stated for their information the cause of the 
quarrel, and leave them to form their own 
opinions. We believe that these gentlemen 
have exchanged no courtesies for the past ten 
years, but a common danger to the country 
it is quite likely would bring them again to- 
gether.

I must say that I 
do not think that it is any very creditable 
proceeding for the gentleman from New 
York here in this place te traduce Gen. 
Fry as a military officer when he has no op- 
portunity to be heard.” 

CoNKLING responded : 


„ Gen. Fry is 


reduged to depending for vindication upon 


the gentleman from Maine, he is to be com- 
miserated certainly. If I have fallen to the 
necessity of taking lessons from that gentle- 
man in the rules of propriety, or of right or 
wrong, God help me.” On a subsequent day 
Mr. Bram read a letter in the House from 
Gen. Fay, which closed as follows: ‘* He 
(ConkLING) can therefore only escape the 
charge of deliberate and malignant falsehood 
as a member of Congress by confessing an 
unpardonable breach of duty as Judge Advo- 
cate. He held both offices and took pay for 
both at the same time ; he has certainly been 
false to honor in one, and perhaps, as the 
sequel may show, in both.” 

This drew an explanation from Conx.ine 
of the manner he was employed by the Gov- 
ernment.

The Mayor has issued his customary proc- 
lamation requiring the saloons to be closed 
on Tuesday, in conformity with the statutes.

Upon 
this occasion, when the respectable and law- 
abiding people of this city have determined 
that decent and honest men shall be elected 
to the Common Council, it is more than ever 
important that the saloons shall be shut while 
the polls are open.

The Hon. Emery A. Storrs on “ The 
Daty of the Citizen.” 
An Eloquent Address on an Exceedingly 
Timely Topic. 


Through a Misunderstanding, Mrs, Liver- 
more Fails to Lecture. 


EMERY A. STORRS. 
Bis VIEWS ON THE DUTY OF THE CITIZEN, 

Emery A, Storrs, Esq., occupied the pulpit of 
the Fourth Unitarian , OOrner of Prairie 
avenue and Thirtieth street, last evening, where 
he delivered an able disquisition on The Duty 
of the Citizen," This beautiful little church 
was filled by an interested and highly-intelligent 
audience, drawn not only from the congregation 
pt the church itself, but from people of other 
eongregations, and from the ranks of non- 
church-goers also. The topic was one of intense 
interest to people just now, and the attention 
paid the speaker showed that bis audience de- 
sired to be informed as to their duties and re- 
sponsibilities. Whether, being informed, they 
will carry them out in real, practical, dead ear - 
nest in the opportunities which are daily occur- 
ring, only remains to be seen. 

Mr. Storrs started out by saying that it would 
be impossible to exhaust such a subject as the 
one announced in one evening. He never saw a 
lecturer exhaust a subject without exhausting 
his audience too, and therefore he would make 
no such pretensions. In speaking of the duties 
of the citizen, be used the term in its broadest 
sense—applying to men as well as wonen. It 
nevef seemed to have occurred to some people 
that they have no duty except to provide for 
themselves material wealth. For the protection 
that the Government agreed to furnish the 
people, they impliedly if not expressly 
agreed to devote their time, care, 
and thoughts to the management of 
the Government, and it was owing to the dere- 
liction of duty on the part of the people that 
this era of corruption was upon the country. 
Public feeling had at last, however, swept like 
a toraado over the country, and there was a 
general uprising against bad government. The 
idea had been held that if a country had a good 
Constitution 

NOTMING COULD OVERTHROW IT, 
but the people were beginniug to see the falsity 
of this idea. He would urge his bearers, from 
this time on, to become politicians in the hich- 
est sense of that word. They should under- 
stand in a general way the political necessities 
of the 0 State, and nation. They should 
have intelligent opinions on all those subjects 
relating to the public good. The business man 
ad amassed fortunes, swelled his bank ac- 
count, and increased his earthly posses 
sious, while so-called politicians had run the 
affairs of Government. Great gusts and whirl- 
winds of 2 excitement came once in a few 
ears, and t the merchant and the ponderous 
anker went to the polls, voted for the next four 
years. thought the country safe for that 
riod, and cousidered he had done all his duty. 
Vas it to be wondered afterward that he com- 
plained of upfair assessments? The people 
of Chicago had finally reached a substantial. 
serious crisis in their affairs. Shocking as were 
the disclosures of the past year, dark as the po- 
litical sky seemed, yet the speaker was rejoiced 
to see corruption produce this great agitation. 
He took courage when the facta were 
known, and the public indignation was 
roused against corruption. In this city 
a few days ago, the decent sense 
of this people sustained a shock such as it had 
never before experienced, Had it quietly ac- 
cepted a shame like that he would rather the city 
had forever slumbered in ashes. Bat, as if 
called together by the alarm-bell, 50,000 people 
assembled and spoke in no uncertain tones. It 
was Chicago's new birth, a new recognition of 
the tremeudous responsibility which catizenship 
conferred on Chicago's people. Cities were not 
mais by their natural advantages eo much as by 
the kind of men and women in them. The men 
who bad built and made Chicago were the men 
who might have destroyed it. foe threatened 
from without—it was the 
INSLDIOUS FOE WITHIN. 

In short, people had neglected those duties of 
citizenship whioh every patriotic impulee should 
have constrained them to perform. Bat the 
work must net stop here. Primarjes, local elec- 
tions, the party machinery, must not be negieot- 
edor the time would come when merchants 
would not have avy possessions of which tho 
bummer would rob them with impunity. One 
election was not decisive—it was a steady, un- 
compromising effort in behalf of good men and 
good government that was required. Io the 
town election 15,000 decent men hed staid away. 
That the bummers had not nal succeeded, 
God was to be thanked, but these 16,000 stay-at- 
homes deserved no praise. They were new 
the most enthusiastic bawlers for defeated per- 
sons he bad ever seen, and he thought & little 
cauterization of these 16,000 was pot entirely 
out of order, Tax-paying alone did not by any 
means constitute the whole of eitizenaship. 
l'uere wore other aud more responsible duties 
to be remembered, the olief duty being that of 
voting for honest and good men and for the 
preservation of free institutions, The senti- 
wont of patrone Was too sadly lacking in 
mavy quarters aud amoug certain classes, and 
if hore was over a unte Under the gun that 
needed an influa of thin Spirit of patriotiam 
it wae the American nation, It men did nod 
rant thie heritage of good government, de- 
rived froin their feathers, & theif children, they 
abould cersaiuly be false to their siren aud reo 
wand to their duties as ties, A good 
Mayor, a good charter, would not tea 
good government.
